No Ships of Civilized Nations Make
Trips to Greenland.

“No private vessel plles bhetween
Greenland and the rest of the world,
cither with passengers or cargo.”

writes Roger Pocock. "Of the Dundee
whitlers very few remain and If they
happen to take fresh water on the
Greenland coast, thelr stay 18 Hmited
—a matter of hours, Ten years ago
seme fishing schooners of Glonecester
Mase., frequented the Greenland
banks, but afier a couple of seasons
found that the halibut cateh was not
to be relied on. In 1894 the Miranda,
an  American sieamer, atlempted a
crulse with tonrists. but was wrecked
at the gate of Lthe Arst harbor she
tried o leave. She foundered at gea,
but one of the Nshing schoopers
brought her people home.

“Apart from arctie expeditions uo
oltheér forelgn visitors have rigked a
vovage for aboutl two ceniuries. The
whuling ships are handled by exper
eneed men, yet the Vega was nipped
recently, her people barely escaping.
Four arctle expeditions one ship lost in
eiach twenty measures the seale of
riek Fogp, leepack, bergs, currents
and death-trap reefls bar oul all casunl
shipping on pain of death,

“There nlso exlsts an excellent o
ternationnl treaty, whereby
Ewropeans and Americans are abso
hitely forbldden to enter Greenland
This wreaty s enforeed by Depmark
o hehalft of her royal trade, 8 gov-
ernment department, which s tryiog
1o save and clvitize the native tribes
of the country. By this means alona
can the Eskimo people be shieldl
from aleohol and from
Interferende  with the hunting on
which they depend for existence.”
